Beef cows and calv es fu rnish a 
m arket for mu ch of the rou gh 
feed as well as grain piod u ced 
on Missou ri farms. Raising calv es 
at home may Insu re a good qu al­ 
ity of feed ers and red u ce the 
jifiecu lativ e elem ent in lieef pro­ 
d u ction. Two hu nd red eighty -fiv e 
y early record s kept 
Missou ri 
farm ers on beef cow herd s. 19 24 - 
19 3 1, incU hav e shown an annu al 
feed 
cost 
per 
co w 
av eraging 
$20.74 . On farm s w here there was 
an abu nd ance of rou gh feed s su ch 
as stalk field s, corn fod d ei, silage, 
hay , straw and w inter pastu re, 
the* costs w ere kept at a m in­ 
imu m, while on fanns where con­ 
sid erable grain was fed and hav 
was 
bou ght, 
the 
ex iiense 
was 
higher. G reater profits hav e u .s- 
u ally resu lted w here a max imu m 
u se 
was mad e of pastu re and 
rou gh feed , and a minimu m of 
gram requ ired for the m ainten­ 
ance of the COW’S. 
.A d equ ate pastu re red u ces the 
am ou nt of other fee^l necessary 
to m aintain the cow herd , it also 
increases the milk flow 
of the 
cows, and this in 
tu rn means 
heav ier calv es and a greater net 
retu rn w'hen the calv es are sold . 
Missou ri IS noted for its blu e- 
grass pastu res, bu t most oi them 
can be managed in su ch a way 
as to y ield larger retu rns. Con­ 
tinu ou s grazing, giasing h r* early 
in the spring, and ov er-grazing 
particu larly 
d u ring 
mid su mmer 
red u ce the carry ing cau jcii> m a­ 
terially and occasionaliv kill the 
grass. 
Barley , w heat or ry e seed ed in 


the early fall will prov id e fall, 
late w inter and spring pastu re. 
Koican clov er and su d an grass 
will fu rnish m id su m mer pastu re.

The Cow Herd 
A regu larly prod u cing herd of 
cows of good beef ty pe is essent­ 
ial to greatest su ccess. Old cows, 
irregu lar breed ers and poor su ck- 
lers sell to best ¿d i^ntage before 
they become thin imd “shelly .” 
Replacements mad e from heif­ 
ers raised on the farm improv e

DES MOINES, la.,—i.Fi—If you 
know s hcn’i egg-assembly line 
layout you can put messages in­ 
side chicken eggs—before the eggs 
are laid. Dr. Robert E. Phillips, 
head of the departm ent of poultry 
husbandry at Iowa State college, 
has been doing it for years. 
Dr. Phillips, who has surprised 
friends with greetings or congrat­ 
ulatory messages sent mside fresh- 


ly laid eggs, says anyone can do 
it. Ail you need is to be handy 
with a sea pel and know* the inner 
workings of a live hen. 
You simply substitute the mes­ 
sage for the regular yolk at the 
precise moment the yolk starts its 
journey tow ard becoming an egg. 
Dr. Phillips explained. The hen 
does the rest. 
Best results are obtaim ed by 
placing the message m a container 
smaller than the egg yolk. Dr. 
Phillips sa,d.
